THREE CHEERS FOR 
ARTHUR BURNS 
To hear some of the Wall Street complainers tell it, you 
would think that Chairman Dr. Arthur Burns and his 
colleagues on the Federal Reserve Board are little more 
than a group of spoil sports, determined to play havoc 
with the stock market at every opportunity. 
Such at 
least has been the tenor of some of the explanations for 
recent Wall Street jitters. The Fed is blamed for higher 
interest rates, caused, it is said, by its efforts to restrict 
the growth in the money supply. 
Assuming that this is true, and that it is indeed a factor 
in causing stocks to move temporarily lower, we should 
not complain. On the contrary, the Fed should be praised 
for its willingness to court unpopularity in certain 
quarters. It demonstrates that Dr. Burns is quite 
properly taking the long view in his attempts to keep 
inflation under control. 
Inflation, need we remind our readers, is the deadly 
enemy of all of us. A family in the 32 per cent bracket 
(and it now requires only $20,000 of net taxable income 
for a married couple and $14,000 for a single person to get 
there) must increase its income by more than 10 per cent 
per year simply to stay evenwith a 6 per cent inflation 
rate. If inflation returns to double digit levels, this in­ 
crease must exceed 15 per cent. Those on lower, or fixed 
incomes, are hit even harder. Inflation erodes the real 
standard of living of nearly everyone. 
The rate of growth of the money supply is one index of 
inflation. The Fed is trying to keep it under control now, 
in what we hope is still the early stage of the economic 
recovery, so that the economy will not overheat and the 
inflation rate will not again shoot upward. The Fed,of 
course, cannot control inflation singlehandedly, with 
what is known as “monetary policy.” Many other fac­ 
tors, including the levels of government spending and 
taxation (“fiscal policy” ) and unexpected increases in 
energy costs or crop failures, also play a role. But the 
Fed is at least in there doing its best, and for that we are 
grateful. We think investors should be grateful, too. Have 
they forgotten what happened to the stock market the 
last time inflation got out of control? 
Three cheers for Arthur Burns!

TWO CHEERS FOR AMERICA 
By Howard Flieger 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger is unhappy that the 
political campaign has made it open season on U.S. 
foreign policy — but he shouldn’t be. 
The tradition that politics stops at the water’s edge is 
out of date. America’s relations with the rest of the world 
are everybody’s business, and it is just as important to 
discuss them in the campaign as it is to talk about crime 
and taxes. 
Moreover, the preconvention arguments over foreign 
policy have, on the whole, been a healthy thing for the 
country. 
They may upset Mr. Kissinger, but they have put a 
more realistic edge on such things as defense and U.S. - 
Soviet relations. The result has brought a refreshing 
readjustment of attitudes both in Congress and within the 
Ford Administration. 
Largely because of campaign challenges — not only by 
Democrats, but by Republican Ronald Reagan — 
President Ford has retreated from a persistent in- 
clinationto oversell the benefits of the Nixon- Ford- 
Kissinger policy of detente with Moscow. 
A significant shift is apparent since domestic politics 
heated up. The Administration’s past tendency to defend 
or rationalize questionable Soviet behavior in such 
[daces as Vietnam, Portugal and the Middle East is 
giving way to a new firmness in dealing with the 
Russians. 
And there is evidence that the Kremlin is getting the 
message. The brazen way the Communists shouldered 
into a local crisis in Angola, despite Leonid Brezhnev’s 
pledge to stop adventures, has not been repeated since 
the U.S. warned him he couldn’t get away with it another 
time. A similar warning to Cuba’s Fidel Castro appears 
to be getting results. 
Also, political debate has been responsible for a shift in 
Congress on defense. 
Not long ago, slashing cuts in the Pentagon budget 
seemed inevitable. But more and more evidence sur­ 
faced of Russia’s tremendous build-up of arms. The 
result: a turnaround in Congress to put solid support 
behind the defense budget as a signal to Mowcow that 
America has no intention of allowing Russia to jump 
ahead in military stature. 
Unfortunately, the foreign- policy debate has created 
an impression among many people here at home that the 
United States now is a chronic loser and russia a constant 
winner, that the U.S. has lost its effectiveness as a world 
power. 
A current report by the highly regarded International 
Institute for Strategic Studies, based in London, should 
do a lot to change that impression. The Institute, 
analyzing 1975, concluded: 
“Of the two superpowers, the United States seemed to 
emerge in a rather better shape (than the Soviet Union) 
from the difficulties of recent years. Few societies would 
have been capable of survivingthe double trauma of 
Watergate and Vietnam, but the United states did so, 
with her Constitution affimred and her direct security 
commitments strengthened... 
“As she emerged from the trauma of the greatest 
domestic and overseas disasters of her history and 
prepared for the election of a new President and part of a 
new Congress, a new and more stable balance between 
the two poles of power (Executive and Congress) was 
likely to emerge — not immediately but over time. It was 
this expectation which helped to maintain in the outside 
world an image of American power and commitment 
despite the continuous spectacle of tension between 
Congress and the Administration.” 
Two conclusions emerge from all of this about foreign 
policy and the campaign: 
Despite Henry Kissinger’s misgivings,open political 
debate has nudged U.S. - Soviet relations away from 
wishful thinking and toward a common- sense reality. 
And when it comes to reality, international specialists 
in global power are impressed, not dismayed, by 
America’s future.

are not a tax loophole but a

noted: 
“...Congress has a compelling 
responsibility to provide con­ 
structive legislation...to enable 
industry to develop, on an en­ 
vironmentally acceptable basis, 
energy resources and to provide 
fuel supplies adequate for the 
nation’s needs.” Despite this 
fact, out of 1,700 energy bills 
introduced in Congress during 
the past two years only a single 
bill to help supply more energy- 
the Alaska Pipeline bill-has 
been passed. The assumption 
that Congress always acts in the 
public interest is a dangerous 
fallacy. 


“ We 
openly 
raise 
the 
possibility that defense spending 
may serve narrow sectors of 
private 
interest 
while 
defrauding the public interest of 
its own bedrock security,” says 
the report. 
E ls e w h e r e , 
a n o th e r 
organization has come up with 
figures purporting the show that 
the nation’s major cities are 
shouldering a disproportionate 
share at the defense budget. 
According to the Council for 
National Policy Planning, a New 
York group formed recently to 
study military spending, em­ 
ployment 
and 
other 
major 
problems, the New York area, 
with only 7.6 per cent of the 
national population, paid $13.6 
billion in federal income taxes 
last year, or 11.4 per cent of the 
total. 
Similarly, Los Angeles, with 
4.05 per cent of the country’s 
population, paid 6.5 per cent of 
total federal income taxes, and 
Chicago, with 3.59 per cent of the 
population, paid 5.4 per cent. 
It can be argued that personal 
incomes are generally higher in 
the large cities, thus personal 
income 
taxes 
are 
naturally 
higher. 
The 
council 
also 
discovered, however, that areas 
which 
carry 
the 
highest 
proportionate share of federal 
tax collections generally receive 
the smallest proportionate share 
of defense contracts. 
The 
“military 
budget” 
of 
many American cities is higher 
than 
m ost countries, 
says 
council co-chairman 
William 
Meyers, “leaving very little for 
urgent, 
nonm ilitary 
urban 
requirements.” 
It’s the old question of guns or 
butter, and two different, if not 
entirely 
convincing ways of 
looking at it.

ATTACK ON INFLATION 
MUST BEGIN AT HOME 
The past decade has been one 
of accelerating inflation on a 
worldwide scale. It has also 
been a period of increasing 
interdependence of the nations 
of the world, as trade and in­ 
vestm ent 
across 
borders 
assumed a larger .ole in the 
economy of the I • ted States 
and other leading countries. 
T hese 
two 
common 
ob­ 
servations have encouraged an 
increasing 
emphasis 
on 
in­ 


ternational 
developments 
in 
analysis of the causes of in­ 
flation, and on concerted in­ 
ternational action in seeking a 
cure for inflation. The new 
emphasis can be helpful in 
directing attention to aspects of 
inflation that need to be con­ 
sidered. But it can be harmful if 
it turns us to the will-of-the-wisp 
of solving inflation on a grand 
scale 
by 
international 
agreement, and away from the 
obvious (but oh so difficult!) 
things that need to be done at 
home if inflation in the United 
States is to be ended. 
The picture we are sometimes 
given is of inflation spreading 
like a plague from the country or 
countries in which it originates 
and infecting the rest of the 
world. If this were a sound 
analogy, the prospect of dealing 
successfully with the U.S. in­ 
flation would be discouraging. 
Summoning 
up 
the deter­ 
m ination 
to 
rem ove 
the 
domestic 
causes of inflation 
(budget deficits and excessive 
monetary expansion) continues 
to be difficult. If it is also 
necessary to persuade the other 
leading countries to do the sam e 
thing at the same time—lest 
there remain a reservoir of the 
inflation 
plague 
to 
reinfect 
us—the task 
becom es 
im ­ 
possible. Fortunately, this is not 
the case. 
During the period when the 
pegged exchange rates provided 
by the Bretton-Woods monetary 
agreement still prevailed, there 
was truth in the theory that 
inflation was transmitted from 
one country to another. When 
one nation’s currency became 
overabundant on international 
markets, the central banks of 
other nations had to buy it up to 
prevent exchange rates from 
changing. In the process the 
money supply issued by these 
central 
banks 
w as 
e x ­ 
panded—providing 
a 
neat 
country-to-country inflationary 
transmission belt. 
During the last three years, 
the system of pegged exchange 
rates has virtually disappeared. 
Under the present system of 
flexible exchange rates there is 
no longer a transmission belt 
carrying inflation from one part 
of the world to another. Each 
nation gets the amount of in­ 
flation it deserves, based largely 
on its own domestic economic 
policies. 
International 
dif­ 
ferences in inflation rates are 
adjusted by changes in ex­ 
change rates, rather than by 
spreading the inflation in a layer 
of equal thickness over all the 
countries. 
All this is mightly reassuring. 
It means that a country-by- 
country attack on inflation is 
feasible. If country X mounts a 
vigorous campaign against the 
root causes of inflation, it need 
not fear that its efforts will be 
frustrated because countries Y 
and Z will not, or cannot, do the 
sam e thing. 
It has always seemed unlikely 
that concerted action on an 
international scale would be an 
effective way of encouraging the 
various nations to do the hard 
things they would have to do to 
end the inflation within their

IN ETHICS?

WASHINGTON- The House 
Ethics Committee, which came 
equipped from the beginning 
with handy rugs suitable for 
sweeping scandals under, is 
searching frantically for larger 
rugs. 
As an act of public penitence, 
the committee was formed eight 
years ago ostensibly to keep 
congressional corruption down 
to tolerable levels. But there 
was a general exchange of slly 
winks, as the word was passed 
that the committee would not 
depart too far from the hoary 
tradition of covering up major 
embarrassments. 
Now Reps. Wayne Hays, D- 
Ohio, and John Young, D.-Tex., 
whose sex exploits are under 
investigation, 
have 
huddled 
privately 
with 
com m ittee 
members. The two embattled 
congressmen 
have 
indicated 
that they expect the committee 
to do its duty by them and to 
whitewash the charges. 
Sources 
close to 
he 
in­ 
vestigation have told us that the 
committee 
is 
concentrating, 
indeed, on evidence th k would 
tend to exonerate the accused 
congressm en. 
But \h e 
ac­ 
cumulation is such that the 
committee is in need of more 
accommodating rugs. 
The 
official 
upholders 
of 
ethics have shown more en­ 
thusiasm , m eanw hile, 
for 
hounding 
newscaster 
Daniel 
Schorr for pirating out to the 
public a classified report on 
intelligence fiascos. 
A team of 12 crack former FBI 
agents were hired to track 
down Schorr’s source, a $150,000 
effort that has kept the sleuths 
going around and around, 
coming out nowhere. They have 
conducted more than 125 in­ 
tensive 
interview s, 
with 
negligible results. 
They have produced reams of 
reports, which Chairman John 
Flynt, D.-Ga., bravely insists 
contain 
“ som e 
good 
in­ 
formation.” But when we pinned 


him down, he admitted that the 
trail is “cold.” 
One of the congressmen who 
had 
possession of the con­ 
troversial intelligence report, 
Jam es Johnson, R.-Colo., told 
our associate Bob Owens that 
the 
investigators 
had 
in­ 
terview ed 
him 
tw ice. 
The 
second time, they asked to look 
at his personal copy of the 
report. 
Johnson gladly produced his 
black volumes and asked how 
the investigation as proceeding. 
The two investigators shrugged. 
He asked whether they had 
found Schorr’s source. They 
laughed. 
In desperation, the committee 
has now shifted its attention to 
other reporters who also had

Apparently,

committee hopes this might lead 
ot Schorr’s elusive source. 
Albert Confidential: Speaker 
Carl Albert’s recent trip to the 
oil sheikhdom of Kuwait was 
planned down to the last detail, 
including what he should say to 
his host and when he could drink 
"a quick cup of tea.” 
The details were spelled out in 
an elaborate cable from the U.S.

where the Speaker visited first. 
His host, the cable informed 
Albert, would be his Kuwaiti

“He is a relaxed and friendly 
man who enjoys a good joke,” 
advised the vable. “You can 
speak to him in the same way 
you would to an American. A

The cable cautioned gravely 
that Albert should refer to “the

“On arrival,” continued the 
cable, “you will be escorted into 
the VIP lounge for a quids cup of 
tea. TV and press will be in 
attendance’! -- “unavoidable,” 


added the cable distastefully.

To hear some of the Wall Street complainers tell it, you 
would think that Chairman Dr. Arthur Burns and his 
colleagues on the Federal Reserve Board are little more 
than a group of spoil sports, determined to play havoc 
with the stock market at every opportunity. 
Such at 
least has been the tenor of some of the explanations for 
recent Wall Street jitters. The Fed is blamed for higher 
interest rates, caused, it is said, by its efforts to restrict 
the growth in the money supply. 
Assuming that this is true, and that it is indeed a factor 
in causing stocks to move temporarily lower, we should 
not complain. On the contrary, the Fed should be praised 
for its willingness to court unpopularity in certain 
quarters. It demonstrates that Dr. Burns is quite 
properly taking the long view in his attempts to keep 
inflation under control. 
Inflation, need we remind our readers, is the deadly 
enemy of all of us. A family in the 32 per cent bracket 
(and it now requires only $20,000 of net taxable income 
for a married couple and $14,000 for a single person to get 
there) must increase its income by more than 10 per cent 
per year simply to stayevenwith a 6 per cent inflation 
rate If inflation returns to double digit levels, this in- 
. 
crease must exceed 15 per cent. Those on lower, or fixed 
incomes, are hit even harder. Inflation erodes the real 
standard of living of nearly everyone. 
The rate of growth of the money supply is one index of 
inflation. The Fed is trying to keep it under control now, 
in what we hope is still the early stage of the economic 
recovery, so that the economy will not overheat and the 
inflation rate will not again shoot upward. The Fed,of 
course, cannot control inflation singlehandedly, with 
what is known as “monetary policy.” Many other fac­ 
tors, including the levels of government spending and 
taxation (“fiscal policy” ) and unexpected increases in 
energy costs or crop failures, also play a role. But the 
Fed is at least in there doing its best, and for that we are 
grateful We think investors should be grateful, too. Have 
they forgotten what happened to the stock market the 
last time inflation got out of control?

TWO CHEERS FOR AMERICA

Secretary of State Henry Kissinger is unhappy that the 
political campaign has made it open season on U.S. 
foreign policy — but he shouldn’t be. 
The tradition that politics stops at the water’s edge is 
out of date. America’s relations with the rest of the world 
are everybody’s business, and it is just as important to 
discuss them in the campaign as it is to talk about crime 
and taxes. 
Moreover, the preconvention arguments over foreign 
policy have, on the whole, been a healthy thing for the 
country. 
They may upset Mr. Kissinger, but they have put a 
more realistic edge on such things as defense and U.S. - 
Soviet relations. The result has brought a refreshing 
readjustment of attitudes both in Congress and within the 
Ford Administration. 
Largely because of campaign challenges — not only by 
Democrats, but by Republican Ronald Reagan — 
President Ford has retreated from a persistent in- 
clinationto oversell the benefits of the Nixon- Ford- 
Kissinger policy of detente with Moscow. 
A significant shift is apparent since domestic politics 
heated up. The Administration’s past tendency to defend 
or rationalize questionable Soviet behavior in such 
places as Vietnam, Portugal and the Middle East is 
giving way to a new firmness in dealing with the 
Russians. 
And there is evidence that the Kremlin is getting the 
message. The brazen way the Communists shouldered 
into a local crisis in Angola, despite Leonid Brezhnev’s 
pledge to stop adventures, has not been repeated since 
the U.S. warned him he couldn’t get away with it another 
time. A similar warning to Cuba’s Fidel Castro appears 
to be getting results. 
Also, political debate has been responsible for a shift in 
Congress on defense. 
Not long ago, slashing cuts in the Pentagon budget 
seemed inevitable. But more and more evidence sur­ 
faced of Russia’s tremendous build-up of arms. The 
result; a turnaround in Congress to put solid support 
behind the defense budget as a signal to Mowcow that 
America has no intention of allowing Russia to jump 
ahead in military stature. 
Unfortunately, the foreign- policy debate has created 
an impression among many people here at home that the 
United States now is a chronic loser and russia a constant 
winner, that the U.S. has lost its effectiveness as a world 
power 
A current report by the highly regarded International 
Institute for Strategic Studies, based in London, should 
do a lot to change that impression. The Institute, 
analyzing 1975, concluded: 
“Of the two superpowers, the United States seemed to 
emerge in a rather better shape (than the Soviet Union) 
from the difficulties of recent years Few societies would 
have been capable of survivingthe double trauma of 
Watergate and Vietnam, but the United states did so, 
with her Constitution affimred and her direct security 
commitments strengthened. , 
“As she emerged from the trauma of the greatest 
domestic and overseas disasters of her history and 
prepared for the election of a new President and part of a 
new Congress, a new and more stable balance between 
the two poles of power (Executive and Congress) was 
likely to emerge — not immediately but over time. It was 
this expectation which helped to maintain in the outside 
world an image of American power and commitment 
despite the continuous spectacle of tension between 
Congress and the Administration.” 
Two conclusions emerge from all of this about foreign 
policy and the campaign; 
Despite Henry Kissinger’s misgivings .open political 
debate has nudged U.S. * Soviet relations away from 
wishful thinking and toward a common- sense reality. 
And when it comes to reality, international specialists 
in global power are impressed, not dismayed, by 
America’s future.

Create 36,000 jobs; on health, 
sanitation and welfare, 46,000 
jobs, and on education, 52,000 
jobs.

possibility that defense spending 
m ay serve narrow sectors of 
p riv ate 
in te rest 
while 
defrauding the public interest of 
its own bedrock security,” says 
the report. 
E ls e w h e r e , 
a n o th e r 
organization has come up with 
figures purporting the show that 
the nation’s m ajor cities are 
shouldering a disproportionate 
share of the defense budget. 
According to the Council for 
National Policy Planning, a New 
York group formed recently to 
study m ilitary spending, em ­ 
ployment 
and

m ajor 
problems, the New York area, 
with only 7.6 per cent of the 
national population, paid $13.6 
billion in federal income taxes 
last year, or 11.4 per cent of the 
total. 
Similarly, Los Angeles, with 
4 05 per cent of the country’s 
population, paid 6.5 per cent of 
total federal income taxes, and 
Chicago, with 3.59 per cent of the 
population, p aid5.4percent. 
It can be argued that personal

MUST BEGIN AT HOME 
The past decade has been one 
of accelerating inflation on a 
worldwide scale. It has also 
been a period of increasing 
interdependence of the nations 
of the world, as trade and in­ 
vestm ent 
a cro ss 
borders 
assumed a larger .ole in the 
economy of the I • *.ed States 
and other leading countries 
T hese 
two 
com m on 
ob­ 
servations have encouraged an 
increasing 
emphasis 
on 
in­ 


ternational 
developments 
in 
analysis of the causes of in­ 
flation, and on concerted in­ 
ternational action in seeking a 
cure for inflation. The new 
emphasis can 
be helpful in 
directing attention to aspects of 
inflation that need to be con­ 
sidered. But it can be harmful if 
it turns us to the will-of-the-wisp 
of solving inflation on a grand 
scale 
by 
in tern atio n al 
agreement, and away from the 
obvious (but oh so difficult!) 
things that need to be done at 
home if inflation in the United 
States is to be ended. 
The picture we are sometimes 
given is of inflation spreading 
like a plague from the country or 
countries in which it originates 
and infecting the rest of the 
world. If this were a sound 
analogy, the prospect of dealing 
successfully with the U.S. in­ 
flation would be discouraging. 
Sum m oning 
up 
the d e te r­ 
m ination 
to 
rem ove 
the 
domestic 
causes of inflation 
(budget deficits and excessive 
monetary expansion) continues 
to be difficult. If it is also 
necessary to persuade the other 
leading countries to do the sam e 
thing at the sam e time—lest 
there rem ain a reservoir of the 
inflation 
plague 
to 
reinfect 
u s—the 
task 
becom es 
im ­ 
possible. Fortunately, this is not 
the case. 
During the period when the 
pegged exchange rates provided 
by the Bretton Woods monetary 
agreem ent still prevailed, there 
was truth in the theory that 
inflation was transm itted from 
one country to another. When 
one nation's currency became 
overabundant on international 
m arkets, the central banks of 
other nations had to buy it up to 
prevent exchange rates from 
changing 
In the process the 
money supply issued by these 
cen tral 
banks 
w as 
ex ­ 
panded—providing 
a 
neat 
country-to-country inflationary 
transmission belt. 
During the last three years, 
the system of pegged exchange 
rates has virtually disappeared. 
Under the present system of 
flexible exchange rates there is 
no longer a transmission belt 
carrying inflation from one part 
of the world to another. Each 
nation gets the amount of in­ 
flation it deserves, based largely 
on its own domestic economic 
policies. 
In tern atio n al 
d if­ 
ferences in inflation rates are 
adjusted by changes in ex­ 
change rates, rather than by 
spreading the inflation in a layer 
of equal thickness over all the 
countries 
All this is mightly reassuring. 
It means that a country-by- 
country attack on inflation is 
feasible. If country X mounts a 
vigorous cam paign against the 
root causes of inflation, it need 
not fear tnat its efforts will be 
frustrated because countries Y 
and Z will not. or cannot, do the 
sam e thing 
It has always seemed unlikely 
that concerted action on an 
international scale would be an 
effective way of encouraging the 
various nations to do the hard 
things they would have to do to 
end the inflation within their

Berry freezing methods 


If you’re lucky enough to have, 
a berry patch, you know from 
past experience that they seem 
to ripen all at once. And if you 
haven’t planned ahead to 
preserve them in some way, you 
have to do some fast eating. 
Freezing is probably the 
easiest and quickest method to 
save some for later use. It’s also 
the best way to retain the fresh 
flavor and the natural color of 
the berries. Three methods of 
freezing berries are described in 
detail in the U.S. Department of 
agriculture booklet, Home 
Freezing 
of 
Fruits 
and 
Vegetables. 
Select firm, plump, fully ripe 
berries. Sort by size and remove 
any leaves and stems. Wash and 


drain. Then use one of the three 
following packing methods. 
. Sirup pack — this is best for 
berries to be served uncooked 
Pack berries into containers and 
cover with a cold sirup made 
with 3 parts sugar to 4 parts of 
water. Leave Vfe to one inch head 
space in container. Seal and 
freeze. 
. Sugar pack — good for 
berries to be used for pie or jam. 
To 1 quart of berries, add % cup 
of sugar. Turn berries over and 
over until most of the sugar is 
dissolved. 
Fill 
containers 
leaving Vi to one inch of head 
space. Seal and freeze. 
Unsweetened 
pack — 
although generally not as high 
quality product, satisfactory for 


berries for use in pie o# jam. 
Also will be appreciated by 
those who must restrict their use 
of sugar. Pack berries into 
containers, leaving Vi inch of 
head space. Seal and freeze.

Americans will pay for nutrition info

A new government study in­ 
dicates that Americans are con­ 
cerned about the nutritional 
value of the food they eat and 
are willing to pay a little more 
for extra information. 
The study was conducted by 
the division of consumer stud­ 
ies of the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration. It was the second 
such survey to try to check 
such items as consumer knowl­ 
edge on nutrition. 
The final results of the study 
have not been published and 


are expected out in about a 
month. A preliminary report 
provides some clues, however. 
Among the findings: 
—Almost three out of five 
shoppers — 59 per cent — say 
they have seen nutritional la­ 
beling (now required for manu­ 
facturers who make a nutri­ 
tional claim for their products). 
More than half of those who 
are familiar with the labeling 
say they use the information in 
choosing some foods and bever­ 
ages. 
—Countering claims by some 
industry spokesmen who say

MIX WOOD FINISHES 
FOR EXTRA DECORATIVE APPEAL 
When it comes to decorating their homes, I think it’s ac­ 
curate to say that most people would rather play it safe 
than sorry. Yet, a cautious attitude more often than not 
produces a dull home, and th a t’s one reason why I per­ 
sonally prefer mixing and matching different styles in­ 
stead of decorating around a matched “ s e t’’ or “ su ite ’’. 
Certainly it’s easier to run down to your local furniture 
store to select a complete grouping of furniture than it is 
to choose a variety of different sty les of pieces. But a 
room that contains chairs, 
tables, and case goods that 
all match perfectly looks 
more boring than it does 
complete. 
It’s not hard to se lec t dif­ 
ferent sty les that all blend 
together. 
Here 
are 
some 
hints on how to do it: 
• Pick pieces of the same 
scale. 
Remember that the 
proportion of furniture in a 
room is more important than 
the actual style or period.

His brother, Richard, took over and 
held the Stars in check until he tired in the eighth. The 
Blankenships had combined on a two-hitter entering the 
ninth, but then the game appeared to fly out the window. 
“We just never gave up,” said manager Tom 
Masterson after the game, referring to the determined 
Bulldog bench’s attitude in the last frame, regardless of 
the score. 


Long and lanky Ron Koenig started for the visitors and 
mixed his pitches well. Les Schatzley, who had two hits 
and two stolen bases during the action, reached the 
redheaded hurler for a double to right- center. He went to 
third on Jim Saulter’s grounder, then, after Dave 
McClarty walked, stole home. McClarty swiped second, 
drawing the throw, as the two worked the double steal 


successfully. 
The younger Blankenship relieved his brother in the 
third and, with the help of an infield error, the Stars 
quickly jumped on him for the tying run. Rod Heuring’s 
two-out basehit knotted the count at 1-1.

brisk walks (three to five 
miles round trip) four or five 
days a week, frequent work­ 
ing out to music; and almost 
daily bicycle riding in the 
summer. I drink one cup of 
coffee a day and smoke about 
a carton of cigarettes a 
month. 
My doctor has been aware 
of these irregular beats from 
the time they began and he 
assures me that they are not 
from any organic heart condi­ 
tion. I have an annual 
physical, and my cholesterol, 
trig ly cerid es and blood 
pressure are all within nonmal 
range. He says not to worry 
about these skipped beats and 
up until now I have managed 
not to worry unduly about 
them. However, when I read 
this article, I wondered if con­ 
tinued research had revealed 
new knowledge which might 
apply to me. I do have them 
almost daily and sometimes 
they are sustained. They do 
not seem to be related to exer­ 
cise or exertion. 
DEAR READER - Since 
you have had them for 20 
years, if they are a forerunner 
of sudden death, you have 


been mighty lucky, particular­ 
ly con sid erin g a ll that 
physical activity.
